The news in Saturday’s Times con­ 
cerning th** proposition to erect mem­ 
orials on the battlefield to the army 
surgeons a t Gettysburg 
has 
caused 
considerable comment among 
veter­ 
ans and others. An interesting dis­ 
cussion of the manner in wh ch these 
surgeons were treated here and else­ 
where is furnished us by Dr. C. E. 
Goldsborough, of Hunterstown, 
him­ 
self a W ar surgeon, who says: 
In your Saturday’s issue of The 
Times you quote Dr. S. Weir Mitch­ 
ell as saying in speaking of the Con­ 
federate 
surgeons 
at 
Gettysburg 
“These gentlemen served until suffi­ 
cient aid came from the cities of the 
North, 
and 
then 
were 
sent 
home 
across the lines to their own army. 
The policy of considering the surgeon 
a non-combatant and treating him so 
when made prisoner was not always 
followed throughout the Civil W ar.” 
I wish to state it was not so in the 
case of the surgeons left behind at 
Gettysburg, for they were sent to Ft. 
McHenry below Baltimore where they 
were held as prisoners until Novem­ 
ber when I was given the following 
parole and effected an exchange. 
Richmond, Virginia, Oct. 20, 1863. 
Dr Charles E. 
Goldsborough 
has 
permission to go 
to North, upon his 
giving his parole of honor to return 
to Richmond, Va., within forty days, 
if he does not secure 
the 
acquies­ 
cence of the Federal authorities in 
the following propositions, 
to 
wit: 
That all surgeons on both sides shall 
be unconditionally 
released, 
except 
such 
as 
have 
charges 
preferred 
against them. Such proposition is to 
be understood as 
embracing 
not only 
those already in 
captivity, hut 
all 
surgeons who may hereafter be cap­ 
tured. 
Ro. Quid, Agent of Exchange 
I accept the conditions proposed in 
the above instrument of writing ami 
hereby give my parole of hunor to 
comply with its requirements. 
C. E. Goldsborough, 
1st Asst. Surgeon 5th, Md. 
On Wednesday afternoon, Novem­ 
ber 5th I was called down to (. apt. 
Turner’s office and informed I was to 
leave early in the morning 
by 
the 
Flag of Truce boat Shultz, for City 
*oint. I then asked permission to see 
)r. Harvey L. Fierce the other asst, 
surgeon of my regiment, 
who 
was 
onfined sick in bed in the hospital 
room of the prison. I found the poor 
fellow very low, and tried to cheer 
him up with a prospect of speedy re­ 
lease, hut he was very much dejected, 
and taking a fine ring from his finger 
and handing it to me with his watch, 
he requested me to give them to his 
wife in Baltimore, and that night he 
expired. 
Early next morning I 
left 
Libby 
Frison by boat, and was transferred 
to the Steam er New York 
at 
City 
Point, and reached Annapolis on Sun- 
lay the 9th and on Monday, the 10th, 
went to Washington and 
called 
on 
Col. Hoffman, Commissary of Prison 
ers, and we then called upon Major 
General Hitchcock, Commissioner of 
Exchange and an 
agreement 
was 
effected and on Nov. 24th about 120 
Confederate surgeons arrived at City 
Point and 115 of our surgeons were 
exchanged for 
them 
and 
returned 
home after about 5 months of cap­ 
tivity, for the most of them. 
It was expected that I would be 
able to effect a general exchange but, 
notwithstanding the aid of Secretary 
Chase, then in the Cabinet, I was op­ 
posed by Secretary Stanton, and at 
an interview with Mr. 
Lincoln, 
in 
Judge W ills’ house on Nov. 19th, to 
whom I was introduced by Senator 
H. Clay Cochran, who recently died 
in Chester, I was informed of General 
G rant’s opposition also, and informed 
until they consented, there could he 
no general resumption of exchange..

Treatm ent of Common Dieeaees That

scours In the young pigs. 
Scour* ar* 
usually caused by one of four things— 
either by changing the feed of the mow, 
overfeeding, dirty pens and trough* or 
exposure of either sow or pigs to cold 
rain or to cold w eather to such a way 
th a t they become chilled. 
Th** thing to watch especially Is the 
feed 
Changing from sweet to Hour 
milk often causes the trouble, a* will 
also the feeding of too much protein 
when the anim al Is not used to It 
If

thus causing them 
to scour.

should alway s be in dry. clean quarter* 
and he fed in clean troughs.
